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SUMMARY 


The  Yaroslavl  Ammunition  Depot  is  located 
in  the  northwestern  part  of  Yaroslavl  (Figure  i). 

The  installation?  covers  approximately  210 
acres  and  contains  an  administration  building,  2 
barracks,  10  barracks/quarters,  5 quarters,  34 
ammunition  storage  buildings,  7 storage  build- 
ings, 22  support  buildings,  and  an  unidentified 


facility  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  depot  is  covered  on  7 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  December  1961  and  December 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  change 
in  facilities  and  light  activity  throughout  this 
period.

Railroad  Service 

Four  rail  spurs  serve  the  ammunition 
storage  area  and  1 rail  spur  serves  the  uni- 
dentified facility. 

Road  Service 

An  all-weather  road  provides  access  to 
Yaroslavl. 

Administration  and  'Froop  Housing^  Areas 

Area  Di  contains  an  administration  building, 
2 multistory  barracks,  and  10  barracks/quar- 
ters. 

Area  D2  contains  5 quarters. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  7 storage  buildings. 


Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  34  ammunition  storage 
buildings  and  2 support  buildings.  Two  of  the 
ammunition  storage  buildings  are  revetted. 

POL  Storage  Areas 

Four  FOL  storage  areas  are  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  depot:  one  at  57-39N  039-51E  contains 

2 large,  2 medium,  and  6 small  storage  tanks; 
a second  at  57-40N  039-52E  contains  5 large 
storage  tanks;  a third  at  57-34N  039- 52E  con- 
tains 55  medium  tanks;  and  a fourth  at  57-33N 
039-52E  contains  50  medium  and  4 small  tanks. 

Other  Buildings  and  Facilities 

Area  HI  contains  6 support  buildings. 

Area  112  contains  8 support  buildings. 

Area  113  contains  6 support  buildings. 

Area  1 14  is  an  unidentified  facility. 
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
